A controversy has been in progress 
among military men here for several 
days in regard to the war record of 
General Nelson A. Miles. 
This argu­ 
ment was first started by someone in­ 
terested in such matters making the 
statement that General Miles was a 
West Pointer. Justice J. N. Rose held 
that 
he was not. and to prove his 
side of the case wrote to the editor 
of the National Tribune, who is one 
of the best authorities in the country. 
His reply was as follows: 
• J N. Rose, Esq., East Liverpool, O. 
“Dear Comrade—General Nelson A 
Miles entered the service in Septem­ 
ber, 1861, as captain of the Twenty- 
second Massachusetts. 
In May, 1862, 
he became lieutenant colonel of the 
Sixty-fit st New York. 
Ho was 
pro­ 
moted colonel of that regiment Sep­ 
tember 30, 1862. May 12, 1864, he was 
commissioned brigadier general of vol­ 
unteers, and October 21, 1865, major 
general of volunteers. 
On August 25. 
186 4, he was brevetted major general 
of volunteers, “For highly 
meritious 
and distinguished conduct through the 
campaign, particularly 
for 
gallantry 
and valuable services in the battle of 
Ream s Station, Va.’’ 
He was 
mus­ 
tered out September I, 1866. 
He en­ 
tered the regular army about 
this 
time as colonel of the Fortieth infan­ 
try and was transferred to the Fifth 
infantry March 15, 1869. 
He was pro­ 
moted to brigadier general Dec. 
15, 
1880. and major general April 5, 1890. 
and is now as you know 
lieutenant 
general and commander-in-chief of the 
army. 
He was 
brevetted 
brigadier 
general in the regular army March 2. 
1867, for gallant and meritious service 
in the battle of ChaneeUorsvllle, Va., 
and major general 
of 
the

army March 21, 1867, for gallant and 
meritious service in
